Speaking of coaching in England Donu 


Fiatt writes to tlie Washington Capital : 
The eventful morning when we found our- 


elf looking ut London from the top of the 
Jath hot(-l we saw down in Piccadilly, in 
ront of Matchett's hotel and booking-office, 
oaeh after coach driven up, filled with pas- 
engers, or rather filled on with passengers 
-for the coach is an nutsidc—and go dashing 
off from hefore an admiring crowd. The

ueautifnlly groomed, and harnessed in a 
way that would have filled Norfleet's soul 
vith delight.

FEET AND THE STRUGGLE FOE EX- 


ISTENCE. 


A writer in Nature, nfter adverting to 


tlie various modes of walking nniong various 
races of mnnlcind, says: Jlay not the "set" 
of the feet linve ployed a not unimportant 
part in the struggle (or existence? In think- 
ing over tho subject the following points 
have occurred to me, and perhaps some of 
your readers mn}- be nble to throw sonlo 
further light on the question. In the case 
of the North American Indian, for example, 
except ttmt he wears soft moccafiius instead 
of stiff boots, he is less in a etnte of nature 
as regards his feet than we are. For we, 
aud nil tho Teutonic tribes for countless 
generations, have paid little, regard to our 
feet except as instruments of unconscious 
progression 
or as 
pedestals on 
which 


lo stand 
firm. 
The North 
American 


Indian, on I he contrary, is obliged by his 
habits of life, and has ^betu obliged for 
hundreds, porhnps thousands of years, to 
direct his particular attention iu no small 
degree to the position of his feet. For 
in hunting it is of the greatest importance 
that he shall not tread ou any rotten stick 
which may snap with a loud noise nnd 
alarm the game of which he is in pursuit. 
On tho war path it is of equal iu'.porlanco 
that ho shall deceive his enemies as to thu 
number of his parly, and no each man care- 
fully steps in tho footprint of tbo warrior 
\vho had [iroceedcd him. This, I should 
think, would be decidedly easier if tho foot 
were kept pointing . straight fore and aft 
than if it wiiro held obliquely. . The impres- 
-i'oti made liv Ihe fool prints will not be so 


rgo as when, the foot is oblique. 
In 
' ' itf in snow-shoes, too, the feet must 


o held1 as nearly as possible parallel, as 
.henviso the shoes aro apt to catch iu each 
thci'aud trip tho .wearer up. It seems 
\iite possible that long-continued attention 
o the position of the feet for many goueva- 
lous, together with the advantage which a 
arallel position of tho feet niny have cou- 
•rred iu the struggle for existence, may 
,'nv« led to its becoming a permanent 
haractcristic of tho Ited Indian, while tho 
dvanlaga which the outward direction of 
he feet may have given tho old Savon,

i'his would indicate that the Greeks associ- 
ated tho former position with strength «il|l 
nnnnosii, mid tho lattor with flootnem. An 
leetnoss will also aid tho North American 
Indian in tho struggle forexiitonoo, it in 
lossiblo that its association with a parallel 
root may have something to do with th« pe- 
culiar formation of his ankle- joint.

A NOVEL YACHT.- The (Jlevelnud Lender 


says Hint Mr. A. B. Hoyt, of Wnrrou, Ohio, 
hits lately perfected n yncht which for uov- 
elty of couslruction, is abend of anything 
ever built in these, or nuy other waters. 
He has untued it tho Snfety, and with what 
justness tho nnmo is given n glnuco nt the 
following description will show: She has n 
double hull twenty-four feet in length, n 
beam of twelve foot over all, aud n depth of 
hold of throe feet. 
Tho hulls are sharp nt 


both ends, with concave sides, each being 
four foot beam. They are plnced side by 
side four feet npart, nud connected by two 
decks, the lower ouo amidships, being 
about half way betweou tho keel and the 
upper deck, curving upward nt the bow and 
storn, aud uniting with the upper deck. 
It 


nluiost forma the floor of tho cockpit. 
Ench hull is made watertight, nud in ship- 
ping n sea, the cockpit is the only place thnt 
cnu catch water. To clenr out this water, 
n scupper is built extending from tho inside 
of tho cockpit to the outside of ench hull. 
Tho rigging is the eaiuo ns ou ordinary 
yachts, haviug jibs, mniusail nnd topsail. 
Tho yncht is steered by two rudders fns- 
leued to the stem of ench hull, nnd con- 
nected on tho deck in such r. way, that they 
can bo turned by a single lever. 


The invention is desigucd to overcome 


the danger of capsizing (obviated by tho 
use of tho two hulls) nnd of foundering 
(obviated by tho curved lower dock, helping 
tho boat to rise quickly lo n sen, nud pre- 
enting running down by tho head). As
